The consequence is they are 
urging the Chinese Government tu supprens 
them. At the same time, they refwie to 
allow the Government tosend more troops 
int» Maneharia, The Chinese Government 
are much annoyed by the Russian attitude 
and sv fur they have not replied to the 
Russian Minister's note.

The Russint authorities ar Liaoyang 
have protnbited Chinese from residing 
within 10 Chineso milos -efthe railway.
